\l\l hatever happened to 

V V window sills? Those 
of you lucky enough to have an 
older home or apartment will 
still have them and are no doubt 
putting them to good use. 

The trend for modem archi¬ 
tecture is to trim down every¬ 
thing to its bare essentials for a 
clean, uncluttered look — actu¬ 
ally trying to save us from our¬ 
selves. But where, I ask you, 
can you put your overwinter¬ 
ing plants? Or your doodads?

Following the charges in 
November, Marineland said 
the complaint against the park 
came from a former employee 
who was fired for “poor per¬ 
formance and inappropriate 
behaviour.” 

As they did in November, 
Marineland disputed the new 
OSPCA charges Monday, 
calling them the “strangest 
charges yet.” 

“The OSPCA charges fail to 
identify a specific animal they 
believe to be in distress or not 
receiving an appropriate level 
of care 61 days ago at our park, 
and failed to identify a specific 
animal in their charges today,” 
the park responded in a state¬ 
ment sent to The Review. 

The park said it requested 
to take part by phone or web 
link with an OSPCA press 
conference held Monday to 
announce the charges, but 
was told “this was not possi-
